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THE  TWENTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

TRAINING-SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 

ATTACHED  TO 

BELLEVUE  HOSPITAL. 

TN  PRESENTING  their  Twenty-first  Annual  Report, 
the  Managers  of  the  Bellevue  Training  School  wish  to 
send  a  greeting  to  their  four  hundred  graduates,  scattered 
all  over  the  world,  and  a  very  large  proportion  of  them 
still  practicing  a  profession  that  requires  such  patience  and 
self  abnegation,  such  tender  sympathy,  and  yet  such  self 
control,  that  our  most  appropriate  salutation  is  u  Be  stead- 
fast, immovable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the 
Lord,  forasmuch  as  you  know  that  your  labor  is  not  in  vain 
in  the  Lord." 

Sixty  of  our  graduates  are  occupying  positions  as  super- 
intendents or  head  nurses  in  Hospitals;  two  have  died  at 
their  posts  during  the  past  year,  Miss  Lett,  at  St.  Luke's 
Hospital  in  Chicago  after  four  years  of  service  as  superin- 
tendent, and  Miss  Allen,  who  has  been  head  of  the  London 
Lying-in-Hospital  for  eight  years.  Miss  Allen  received 
her  training  in  Bellevue  Hospital,  and  gained  her  position 
in  London  after  a  competitive  examination  with  a  number 
of  nurses  who  had  been  trained  in  English  hospitals. 

During  the  year  1893,  the  School  has  supplied  super- 
intendents and  assistant  superintendents  to  the  City 
Hospital,   New   Orleans,   containing  as   many   beds  as 
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Belle vue  Hospital;  the  Lackawanna  Hospital,  Scranton, 
Pennsylvania;  Grace  Hospital,  Detroit,  Michigan;  Sanford 
Hall,  Flushing;  the  Backus  Hospital,  Norwich,  Conn., 
Superintendent  and  two  Assistants;  Foundling  Hospital, 
Washington,  D.  C. ;  Home  for  Incurables,  Washington; 
Cottage  Hospital,  Dobbs  Ferry;  Throat  Hospital,  Middle- 
town,  N.  Y. 

During  the  past  year,  one  nurse  in  the  graduating  class, 
one  senior  and  one  junior  nurse  left  the  school  in  conse- 
quence of  ill  health,  one  was  dismissed,  and  two  broke  their 
engagement  with  the  School.  Much  suffering  would  be 
saved  nurses  entering  the  School,  and  much  anxiety  would 
be  saved  the  Superintendent,  if  physicians  would  never 
give  certificates  of  health  to  women  with  whom  they  are 
not  personally  acquainted,  or  if  they  would  decline  to  give 
certificates  of  health  to  women  whom  they  know  have 
chronic  weaknesses.  Of  those  who  left,  one  was  ill 
in  the  home  three  months,  and  one  went  insane  on  night 
duty;  it  was  discovered  that  she  had  only  been  out  of  an 
asylum  a  few  months. 

During  the  past  year,  41  applicants  were  accepted;  of  this 
number,  12  left  during  or  at  the  end  of  the  trial  month; 
some  were  not  suitable  for  the  work,  and  some  not  strong 
enough.  The  number  of  applications  during  the  year  was 
1570.  Number  of  calls  for  nurses  during  the  same  period 
1136. 

One  of  the  graduating  class,  Missjansen,  died  under  very 
sad  circumstances;  she  was  sent  for  to  nurse  her  sister,  with 
what  proved  to  be  diphtheria.  Another  sister  contracted  the 
disease,  as  well  as  Miss  Jansen,  and  all  three  died. 

During  the  prevalence  of  typhus  fever  from  last  December 
until  April,  it  was  almost  impossible  to  secure  good  appli- 
cants, but  the  nurses  already  in  the  school  were  perfectly 
faithful  to  their  duties,  and  did  not  become  alarmed  or 
demoralized. 
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During  last  winter  and  spring,  it  was  impossible  to  fill 
half  the  calls  for  private  nurses.  But  this  autumn,  the 
health  of  the  city  has  been  excellent,  and  the  financial 
troubles  have  obliged  many  families  to  dispense  with  the 
services  of  nurses,  where  in  former  years,  they  would  have 
employed  them. 

When  there  is  not  as  much  call  as  usual  for  nurses, 
preference  must  of  course  be  given  to  those  nurses  who  have 
paid  their  -Registry  fee. 

There  has  been  no  really  serious  illness  among  the  pupils 
of  the  School  during  the  past  yeai. 

Lectures  have  been  given  during  the  year  by: 

Dr.  Herman  Biggs,  on  Physiology  and  Fluids  of  the 
Body. 

Dr.  Robert  Carlisle,  on  Diseases  and  Symptoms. 

Dr.  Jasper  Garmony,  on  Surgery  and  Emergencies. 

Dr.  Robert  Wylie,  on  Obstetrics. 

Dr.  Sarah  Post,  on  Massage  and  Electricity. 
Also  there  have  been  the  weekly  classes  instructed  by 
the  Superintendent  and  her  Assistant,  and  a  course  of 
lessons  in  Cookery  for  the  Sick. 

One  of  the  sad  things  connected  with  a  work  extending 
over  twenty-one  years,  is  the  passing  awray  of  friends  who 
were  interested  in  it  from  the  beginning.  We  have  to 
record  this  year  the  death  of  Miss  Abby  Woolsey,  one  of 
the  founders  of  the  School,  and  during  its  earlier  years,  one 
of  its  active  Managers.  Miss  Woolsey  was  one  of  the 
representative  women  of  New  York;  and,  as  long  as  her 
health  allowed,  she  was  much  interested  in  all  benevolent 
and  educational  work.  In  Hon.  Hamilton  Fish,  who  closed 
his  long,  useful  life  last  summer,  the  Bellevue  Hospital  has 
lost  a  firm  friend  and  constant  supporter. 

The  Mary  De  Witt  Cuyler  Fund  has  been  a  real  blessing 
in  supplying  nurses  to  graduates  occupying  the  Lazarus 
rooms  during  illness.    While  the  Alumni  Fund  has  been 
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of  equal  benefit  to  graduates  suffering  from  illness  out  of 
the  city. 

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Northcote,  the  Edith 
Home  has  again  during  the  summer  months  proved  a 
delightful  resting  place  for  many  tired  nurses,  and  we  much 
regret  that  all  who  applied  could  not  be  accommodated. 

The  Managers  sincerely  thank  Mr.  O'Rourke,  the 
Warden  of  the  Hospital,  for  his  co-operation  with  the  work 
of  the  School,  and  the  Commissioners  of  Charity  for  their 
kindness  and  courtesy.  Also  the  Managers  desire  to 
acknowledge  the  kind  services  of  Doctors  Thompson  and 
Miner  in  cases  of  sickness  at  the  Nurses'  Home.

ADDRESS  TO  THE  GRADUATING  CLASS 


BY  PROFSSOR  M.   ALLEN  STARR,  M.  D. 

LADIES:  It  is  a  pleasant  duty  which  devolves  upon  me  this 
evening.  I  have  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  comple- 
tion of  your  course  in  the  Training  School  preparatory  to  your 
work.  I  am  to  welcome  you  to  the  profession  which  it  has  been 
your  ambition  to  enter,  and  I  am  to  wish  you  success  in  the 
pursuance  of  its  duties. 

It  must  seem  to  you  most  certainly  a  happy  day  when  your 
training-  is  over.  From  personal  observation,  I  can  say  that  I 
know  how  severe  and  arduous  that  training  has  been.  There  is  no 
life  more  wearing  to  mind  and  body  than  life  in  a  hospital; 
surrounded  all  the  time  by  sickness,  by  distress,  by  anxiety,  under 
constant  strain  to  do  your  duty,  with  only  a  few  minutes  of  rest 
in  the  day's  work,  and  with  hours  so  long  that  recreation  is  im- 
possible. Few  of  us  can  follow  the  admirable  division  of  time 
suggested  by  the  philosopher  Kant — eight  hours  of  work,  eight 
hours  of  diversion,  eight  hours  of  sleep.  Certainly  no  nurse  is 
able  so  to  allot  her  time  while  in  this  Training  School.  You  have 
been  obliged  to  devote  all  your  energies  for  the  past  two  years  to 
the  work  of  acquiring  those  fundamental  principles  of  technical 
education  which  are  necessary  to  the  proper  care  of  the  sick.  You 
have  had  in  fact  a  partial  medical  education.  It  is  right  that 
you  should  attain  this,  for  it  will  enable  you  to  understand  your 
cases,  to  observe  the  symptoms  of  your  patients  more  accurately, 
to  estimate  the  importance  of  variations  in  their  condition  and  to 
Tecognize  those  signs  of  danger  which  call  for  prompt  action.  But 
all  knowledge  brings  responsibility,  and  you  are  now  in  a  position 
to  be  depended  upon  both  by  your  future  employers  and  by  the 
physicians  for  whom  you  serve  It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  tell 
you  how  much  both  will  rely  upon  your  skill  and  judgment.  By 
the  advent  of  the  trained  nurse,  a  great  load  of  care  and  anxiety 
has  been  removed  from  the  shoulders  of  the  physician.  He  knows 
that  a  watchful,  intelligent  eye  is  always  on  his  patient.  He  knows 
that  however  far  away  he  may  be,  the  proper  care  is  being  taken. 
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You  must  already  have  had  opportunities  of  acting  promptly  in 
emergency;  of  showing  your  presence  of  mind  in  face  of  dangerous 
circumstances. 

I  well  remember  an  occurrence  which  took  place  in  the  Sturgis 
Pavilion  when  I  was  an  interne  in  Bellevue:  A  patient  had  been 
brought  in  suffering  from  a  serious  injury  which  necessitated  an 
amputation  of  the  thigh.  The  operation  was  well  borne  and  the 
man  was  left  at  night  after  the  last  round  had  been  made,  in  com- 
parative comfort.  But  in  the  early  morning  hours  when  no  one 
was  awake  in  the  ward  except  the  faithful  nurse,  a  faint  cry  came 
from  the  bed  of  the  patient,  and  when  she  reached  him  she  found 
that  the  man  had  fainted  and  that  bandages  and  bed  were  literally 
soaked  with  blood;  secondary  hemorrhage  had  occured  from  the 
great  femoral  artery,  and  it  was  a  question  of  seconds — not 
minutes — when  he  would  bleed  to  death.  It  was  a  trying  moment. 
To  leave  him  to  call  for  help  was  impossible.  This  noble  woman 
realized  at  once  the  situation  and  with  perfect  presence  of  mind 
and  unerring  skill,  she  tore  aside  the  bandage  and  grasped  the 
thigh  at  the  femoral  triangle,  where  pressure  on  the  trunk  of  the 
artery  arrests  all  flow  of  blood  through  it.  Such  pressure  stopped 
the  hemorrhage  at  once,  and  the  man's  life  was  saved,  and  the 
danger  being  over  the  surgeons  could  be  summoned  at  leisure. 

You  may  not  in  a  lifetime  have  to  act  with  such  promptitude, 
you  may  not  be  placed  under  such  enormous  responsibility.  But 
remember  that  it  has  been  one  object  of  your  training  to  fit  you  to 
meet  emergencies  of  this  very  kind.  And  though  your  actual  tuition 
is  perhaps  over,  you  must  never  forget  that  we  are  a)l  learners,  and 
that  it  is  our  business  constantly  to  foresee  difficulties  and  to  pro- 
vide against  any  surprises  in  medicine,  that  you  must  keep  the 
knowledge  you  have  gained  well  in  hand  by  review  and  by  appli- 
cation to  constant  use.  Do  not  go  out  of  this  school  then,  feeling 
— as  college  students  often  feel — that  you  know  everything,  that 
your  training  is  complete;  no  one's  training  is  ever  complete. 
It  is  the  observant  man,  the  man  who  picks  up  information  every- 
where, who  gets  something  out  of  every  one  and  every  thing, 
who  succeeds.  And  you  must  continue  your  training  just  as  long 
as  you  continue  your  work,  training  yourselves  in  a  thousand 
ways,  as  no  one  else  can  train  you. 

It  would  be  superfluous  for  me  to  assure  you  that  your  work  of 
nursing  will  present  in  future  many  attractions  and  many  rewards 
which  you  have  not  as  yet  enjoyed.    The  contact  of  nurse  and 


patient  is  a  close  one.  The  relation  in  which  the  nurse  is  placed 
to  the  family  is  an  intimate  one.  It  lies  with  you  to  make  the 
relation  one  of  mutual  esteem  and  satisfaction.  If  you  adapt 
yourselves  to  the  surrounding's  and  circumstances  in  which  you 
are  placed,  accommodating  yourselves  to  your  work  and  resolving 
at  the  outset  to  make  the  best  of  circumstances,  you  will  get  a 
satisfaction  out  of  your  work  which  is  no  unsubstantial  return  for 
labor.  This  will  often  be  difficult.  It  will  often  too,  be  agreeable. 
And  it  will  enhance  your  success  to  no  small  degree.  For  a  con- 
tented mind  and  a  cheerful  face  are  a  great  blessing  in  a  sick  room, 
and  "  manners  must  adorn  knowledge  and  smooth  its  way  through 
the  world."  In  these  days  when  mind  cures  and  Christian  science 
have  brought  into  prominence  the  fact  long  known  to  every  doctor 
that  mental  effects  are  as  important  as  physical  means  in  the 
management  of  patients,  it  is  not  necessary  to  tell  you  how  much  of 
your  own  prevailing  feeling  will  be  reflected  upon  your  patient. 
Cultivate  then  a  quiet  and  repose  of  manner,  a  sanguine  and 
cheerful  frame  of  mind;  and  while  firm  in  essentials,  avoid  those 
tendencies  to  tyranny  which  authority  often  suggests. 

While  your  first  care  should  always  be  your  patient,  do  not  for- 
get that  you  owe  some  duties  to  yourself.  You  cannot  do  }rour 
best,  you  cannot  work  easily  and  happily  unless  you  are  in  sound 
health  yourselves.  Try  to  keep  well,  rather  than  to  get  well.  It 
is  needless  for  me  to  instruct  you  in  hygiene,  but  I  often  find  that 
in  their  devotion  to  their  patients,  nurses  neglect  those  hours  of 
recreation,  of  out-of-door  exercise,  of  pleasant  diversion  which  as 
well  as  rest  are  absolutely  essential  to  health.  Do  not  allow  your 
anxiety  for  your  patients  to  hamper  your  usefulness  by  burdening 
you  unduly.  You  are  not  responsible  for  the  occurrence  of  disease. 
You  are  also  free  from  much  of  the  responsibility  in  its  care  which 
devolves  upon  the  physician.  Even  though  you  do  your  best,  you 
may  not  be  able  to  govern  the  result;  and  if  you  allow  unfavorable 
results  to  wear  3'ou  down,  you  will  not  be  able  to  do  what  is 
required  of  you  for  the  welfare  of  the  patient.  It  is  a  ver}^  un- 
reasonable family  which  cannot  appreciate  the  necessity  of  allow- 
ing proper  hours  of  freedom  and  for  exercise  for  a  nurse.  And  it 
is  a  hard-hearted  doctor  who  does  not  see  to  it  that  his  nurse  has 
proper  recreation  in  addition  to  rest.  These  things  can  be  arranged 
best  at  the  outset,  and  you  have  too  much  responsibility  to  neglect 
them.  Do  not  work  too  continuous^.  Take  proper  holidays 
between  your  cases. 
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A  good  part  of  your  work  will  be  the  care  in  convalescence  when 
strength  is  coming  back  to  your  patient,  when  the  active  strain  is 
over.  Here  }7ou  will  need  to  call  upon  your  various  mental 
resources  for  the  entertainment  and  amusement  of  the  invalid.  It 
must  be  then  a  part  of  your  armamentarium  to  acquire  and  store 
up  a  fund  of  information,  so  as  to  be  able  to  choose  pleasant  read- 
ing, to  interest  in  little  occupations,  and  to  while  away  the  long 
hours  of  waiting  for  health  in  an  easy  way.  Weir  Mitchell  says 
very  rightly  in  his  description  of  a  rest  cure  that  success  may 
depend  wholly  on  the  qualities  of  the  nurse.  I  am  sure  a  pleasant 
voice,  a  cheerful  presence,  and  a  versatility  of  ideas  and  resources 
in  a  nurss,  have  served  me  in  such  cases  more  than  any  pro- 
fessional knowledge  or  skill  could  have  done.  In  taking  care  then 
of  your  bodies,  do  not  neglect  your  minds,  but  make  them  fertile 
in  sources  of  entertainment  for  your  patients.  And  what  you  thus 
do  for  others  will  reflect  comfort  and  contentment  upon  yourselves. 

On  this  occasion  it  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  urge  you  to 
remember  that  you  have  not  only  personal  success  to  strive  forr 
but  the  continued  reputation  and  credit  of  this  admirable  School. 
The  feeling  of  attachment,  of  love  to  what  is  to  you  an  Alma  Mater 
should  be  cherished.  This  school  takes  a  just  pride  in  the  noble 
band  of  self-sacrificing  women  which  has  gone  out  of  its  doors. 
Everywhere  in  the  world  its  representatives  are  found.  In  every 
land  its  influence  is  felt.  As  the  first  school  of  its  kind  in  this 
country, as  the  best  of  all  the  schools,  and  as  the  founder  of  many 
others,  this  Training  School  has  a  history  and  a  character  which 
should  endear  it  to  every  graduate.  When  in  your  work  you 
succeed,  the  school  obtains  a  part  of  the  credit.  When  you  are 
tempted  to  falter  in  your  work,  or  are  feeling  perhaps  discouraged, 
remember  that  this  school  is  worth  putting  out  your  utmost  endeav- 
ors for,  that  it  depends  on  you  to  keep  up  its  reputation.  You  will 
always  be  welcome  within  its  precincts.  May  it  ever  be  dear  to 
your  hearts. 

Let  me  wish  you  then,  in  entering  on  your  life  work,  every 
possible  encouragement;  let  me  commend  to  you  earnest,  faithful 
effort  for  yourselves  and  for  this  institution,  and  let  me  assure  you 
of  its  hearty  interest  in  each  of  you,  and  of  its  hope  for  your  com- 
plete success  in  the  noble  profession  which  you  now  have  bravely 
entered.

REGULATIONS  FOR  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR 
NURSES. 


The  Committee  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  made 
arrangements  with  the  authorities  of  Bellevue  Hospital  for  giving 
two  years'  training  to  women  desirous  of  becoming  professional 
nurses. 

Those  wishing  to  obtain  this  course  of  instruction  must  them- 
selves apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School,  426 
East  26th  Street,  New  York,  either  in  person  or  by  letter,  upon 
whose  approval  the}'  will  be  received  into  the  school  for  one  month 
on  probation.  The  preferable  age  for  candidates  is  from  twenty- 
five  to  thirty-five  years.  The  applicant  should  send,  with  answers 
to  the  paper  of  questions,  a  letter  from  a  clergyman  testifying  to 
her  good  moral  character,  and  from  a  physician  stating  that  she  is 
in  sound  health.  Applicants  are  received  at  any  time  during  the 
year  when  there  is  a  vacancy.  During  the  month  of  trial,  and 
previous  to  obtaining  a  position  in  the  School,  the  applicant  must 
be  prepared  for  an  examination  in  reading,  penmanship,  simple 
arithmetic,  and  English  dictation.  The  examination  is  to  test  the 
applicant's  ability  to  read  aloud  well,  to  write  legibly  and 
accurately,  to  keep  simple  accounts,  and  to  take  notes  of  lectures. 
This  amount  of  education  is  indispensable  for  a  member  of  the 
School,  but  applicants  are  reminded  that  women  of  superior 
education  and  cultivation,  when  equally  qualified  as  nurses,  will 
be  preferred  to  those  who  do  not  possess  these  advantages. 

The  Superintendent  has  full  power  to  decide  as  to  their  fitness 
for  the  work,  and  the  propriety  of  retaining  or  dismissing  them. 
She  can  also,  with  the  approval  of  the  Committee,  discharge  them 
at  any  time  in  case  of  misconduct  or  inefficiency.  During  the 
month  of  probation  the  pupils  are  boarded  and  lodged  at  the 
expense  of  the  School,  but  receive  no  other  compensation.  They 
are  not  expected  to  wear  the  uniform  of  the  School,  but  must  come 
provided  with  dresses  of  washing  material,  for  use  in  the  Hospital. 
All  clothing  must  be  plainly  marked. 

After  the  trial  month  those  who  prove  satisfactory  will  be 
accepted  as  pupil  nurses,  after  signing  an  agreement  to  remain 
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two  years  in  the  Training  School  for  Nurses,  and  to  obey  the 
rules  of  the  School  and  Hospital. 

If  a  nurse,  for  reasons  of  her  own,  leaves  the  School  before  the 
two  years  have  expired,  she  is  expected  to  refund  to  the  School 
the  money  she  has  cost  it. 

They  will  reside  in  the  Home,  and  serve  for  the  first  year  as 
assistants  in  the  wards  of  Bellevue  Hospital;  the  second  year  they 
will  be  expected  to  perform  any  duty  assigned  them  by  the 
Superintendent,  either  to  act  as  nurses  in  the  Hospital,  or  to  be 
sent  to  private  cases  among  the  rich  or  poor. 

The  pay  for  the  first  year  is  $7.00  a  month,  for  the  second  year, 
$12.00  a  month.  This  sum  is  allowed  for  the  dress,  text-books, 
and  other  expenses  of  the  nurse,  in  connection  with  her  work,  and 
is  in  no  wise  intended as  wages ,  it  being  considered  that  the  education 
given  is  a  full  equivalent  for  their  services.  They  are  required, 
after  the  month  of  probation,  when  on  duty,  to  wear  the  dress 
prescribed  by  the  Institution;  which  is  of  blue  and  white  seer- 
sucker, simply  made,  white  apron  and  cap,  linen  collar  and  cuffs. 

The  day  nurses  are  on  duty  from  8  a.m.  to  8  p.m.,  with  an  hour 
off  for  dinner  and  additional  time  for  exercise  and  rest.  They  are 
also  often  given  an  afternoon  during  the  week,  and  have  a  right  to 
the  half  of  Sunday.    A  vacation  is  allowed. 

As  the  Institution  is  unsectarian,  there  are  no  religious  services 
connected  with  it,  except  evening  prayers,  and  all  nurses  are 
expected  to  attend  the  place  of  worship  they  prefer  once  on  Suuday. 


COURSE  OF  TRAINING. 
The  instruction  includes: 

1.  The  dressing  of  blisters,  burns,  sores,  and  wounds;  the  ap- 
plication of  formentations,  poultices,  cups,  and  leeches. 

2.  The  administration  of  enemas,  and  use  of  catheter. 

3.  The  management  of  appliances  for  uterine  complaints. 

4.  The  best  method  of  friction  to  the  body  and  extremities. 

5.  The  management  of  helpless  patients;  making  beds;  moving, 
changing,  giving  bath  in  bed;  and  preventing  and  dressing  bed- 
sores. 

6.  Bandaging,  making  bandages  and  rollers,  lining  of  splints. 

7.  The  preparing,  cooking,  and  serving  of  delicacies  for  the  sick. 
They  will  also  be  given  instruction  in  the  best  practical  methods 

of  supplying  fresh  air,  warming  and  ventilating  sick-rooms  in  a 
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proper  manner;  and  are  taught  to  take  care  of  rooms  and  wards; 
to  keep  all  utensils  perfectly  clean  and  disinfected;  to  make  ac- 
curate observations  and  reports  to  the  physicians  of  the  state  of 
the  secretions,  expectoration,  pulse,  skin,  appetite,  temperature  of 
the  bod}',  intelligence — as  delirium  or  stupor, — breathing,  sleep, 
condition  of  wounds,  eruptions,  formation  of  matter,  effect  of  diet, 
or  of  stimulants,  or  of  medicines:  and  to  learn  the  management  of 
convalescents. 

The  teaching  will  be  given  by  visiting  and  resident  physicians 
and  surgeons  at  the  bedsides  of  the  patients,  and  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, Assistant-Superintendent,  and  head  nurses.  Lectures, 
recitations  and  demonstrations  will  take  place  from  time  to  time,, 
and  examinations  at  stated  periods. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  ended,  the  nurses  thus 
trained  can  choose  their  own  field  of  labor,  whether  in  hospitals, 
in  private  families,  or  in  district  nursing  among  the  poor.  On 
leaving  the  School  the}'  will,  after  passing  the  final  examination, 
each  receive  a  diploma  signed  by  the  Examining  Board  and  by  a 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  Managers  of  the  School  wish  it  to  be  distinctly  understood 
that  they  do  not  guarantee  to  take  all  who  graduate  on  the 
Registry.

BELLEVUE  REGISTRY  FOR  NURSES. 


The  Managers  of  the  Training  School  have  established 
a  Registry  for  their  graduates,  where  medical,  surgical,  and 
obstetrical  nurses,  and  those  competent  to  take  charge  of 
nervous  patients,  can  be  obtained  by  applying  either  in 
person,  by  letter,  or  telegram,  to  the  office  of  the  Society, 
426  East  26th  Street. 

The  terms  for  the  registered  nurses  are,  for  obstetrical, 
nervous,  surgical  (major),  contagious,  insane,  and  men, 
$25  per  week. 

Infectious  and  contagious  cases  include:  Scarlet  Fever, 
Measles,  Typhoid  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Erysipelas,  Scepticae- 
mia  and  Puerperal  Fever. 

If  at  a  contagious  case  for  less  than  a  week,  $4.00  per 
day;  $21.00  per  week,  or,  $3.00  per  day  for  all  ordinary 
cases,  including  minor  surgery. 

No  extra  charge  is  to  be  made  for  attending  to  the  body 
after  death.     If  called  in  expressly  for  this  duty,  $5.00. 

A  list  of  these  nurses  will  be  found  on  page  48. 

1.  The  fee  is  $10  a  year,  due  after  January  1st. 

2.  Nurses  are  to  keep  the  Superintendent  informed  of  their  place 
of  residence,  and  when  they  are  ready  for  a  call,  and  also  when  they 
have  accepted  a  case,  either  obtained  from  the  office  or  from  any  other 
source. 

3.  Nurses,  while  in  attendance  in  the  sick-room,  are  to  wear  the 
uniforms,  consisting  of  a  cap,  apron,  and  dress  of  washing 
material,  unless  the  patient  or  family  object,  or  the  circumstances 
of  the  case  render  such  a  dress  inappropriate. 

4.  Nurses  are  to  report  to  the  office  when,  from  sickness  or  any 
other  cause,  they  are  obliged  to  leave  a  patient  who  still  needs  the 
services  of  a  nurse,  so  that  their  place  can  be  supplied  as  soon  as 
possible. 
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5.  It  is  the  duty  of  a  nurse  to  take  the  care  of  the  patient's  room, 
if  her  time  is  not  fully  occupied  by  the  patient;  and  also  to  make 
herself  acceptable  to  the  family. 

6.  Before  making  an  engagement  a  nurse  should  mention  her 
terms  or  if  that  is  not  practicable,  then,  as  soon  after  as  convenient, 
and  when  an  engagement  is  once  made,  she  should  consider  her- 
self bound  to  keep  it,  and  not  be  induced  to  break  her  word  in 
order  to  please  a  patient  or  to  secure  a  more  advantageous 
position. 

In  making  obstetrical  engagements  it  is  urged  on  the  graduates 
to  be  most  particular  as  to  date  of  engagement  and  terms,  so  that 
there  be  no  misunderstanding  later. 

If  any  graduate  of  the  School  in  charge  of  a  case  has  proved  un- 
satisfactory, the  employer  is  requested  to  report  the  fact  to  the 
Superintendent. 

The  regulations  for  employers  are  the  same  as  those 
generally  used  in  registries  for  nurses: 

1.  Travelling  expenses  and  washing  are  to  be  paid  by  the  em- 
ployers of  the  nurses,  unless  some  different  arrangement  has  been 
made  between  them. 

2.  A  meal  should  be  provided  for  a  nurse  when  she  is  required 
to  be  awake  all  night. 

3.  When  it  is  necessary  for  a  nurse  to  care  for  a  very  sick  person 
for  several  nights  in  succession,  she  should  be  allowed  not  less 
than  six  hours'  sleep  during  the  days. 

4.  When  taking  entire  charge  of  a  nervous  patient  night  and 
day,  though  a  nurse  may  not  lose  her  sleep,  it  is  better  for  both 
patient  and  nurse  that  she  have  some  time  for  exercise  in  the 
open  air  apart  from  the  patient. 

It  is  not  expedient  to  multiply  rules,  as  they  are  not  all  of  gen- 
eral application,  and  many  details  must  be  regulated  by  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case.  We  only  ask  for  the  nurses  the  consider- 
ation and  kindness  due  to  those  who  contribute  so  much  to  the 
comfort  and  well-being  of  members  of  the  family.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Society  shall  be  known  by  its  incorporated  name  of  "  The 
Training  School  for  Nurses."    (Incorporated  February  5, 1874.) 
.   ARTICLE  11. 

The  object  of  the  Society,  as  defined  by  its  charter,  is  "the 
selection,  education,  training,  and  providing  of  suitable  persons 
as  nurses  for  the  sick." 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Society  shall  report  monthly  and  annually  in  writing  to 
the  "New  York  County  Visiting  Committee  for  Bellevue  and  Other 
Public  Instutions,"  a  branch  of  the  State  Charities  Aid  Associa- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Honorary  Members,  Benefactors, 
Patrons,  Members,  and  Associate  Members. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  annually  by  a 
two-thirds  vote,  by  ballot,  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  from  among 
its  Members.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  an  Officer,  a 
successor  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  may  be  elected  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote,  by  ballot,  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  any  Regular 
or  Special  Meeting  of  the  Board,  two  weeks'  notice  having  been 
given  in  writing  to  the  Members  by  the  President  or  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  vi. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  Meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  shall  call  Special  Meetings  at  discretion,  or  upon 
the  written  request  of  three  Members.  The  President  shall  name 
the  Members  of  Standing  and  Special  Committees,  and  shall 
appoint,  annually,  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  gentlemen, 
Members  of  the  Society,  but  not  Members  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers, to  examine  and  report  upon  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Vice-President  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  President. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  Secretary  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  appertaining  to 
this  office. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  invest,  and  take  charge  of  the  funds 
of  the  Society,  and  shall  make  written  Monthly  Reports  to  the 
Board  of  Managers,  of  the  condition  of  the  Treasury,  and  a  written 
Annual  Report  to  the  President,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  X. 

There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  not  less  than 
eleven  Members.  Five  Members  of  this  Board  shall  be  Members 
of  the  New  York  County  Visiting  Committee  for  Bellevue  and 
Other  Public  Institutions.  The  Board  may  make  its  own  By- 
Laws  and  fill  vacancies  in  its  own  body.  The  Board  ma}*,  by  a 
two-thirds  vote,  remove  any  members  for  cause.  It  shall  prepare 
the  Annual  Report,  and  submit  it  to  the  Society  for  approval  at 
the  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall  hold  its  Annual  Meeting  just  pre- 
vious to  that  of  the  Society.  No  Member  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers shall  receive  a  salary  or  any  compensation  for  services 
rendered.  Five  Members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
at  any  Meeting. 

The  absence  of  any  Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  from 
Meetings  of  Committees  of  which  he  or  she  ma}'  be  a  Member,  for 
a  consecutive  period  of  three  months,  without  giving  notice  to  the 
Secretary,  may  be  considered  by  the  President  as  equivalent  to  a 
resignation. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  control  the  management  of  the 
School,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  and  remove  the  Superinten- 
dent of  the  School,  and  shall  determine  the  salaries  of  all  nurses 
and  subordinates. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  upon  Nominations,  composed  of  the 
President  and  three  Managers.  The  names  of  persons  eligible  for 
managers  of  this  Institution  shall  be  presented  to  this  Committee, 
and  in  the  event  of  vacancy  in  the  Board,  this  Committee  shall 
report  and  recommend  the  party  or  parties  eligible  for  election. 
After  such  nominations  by  the  Committee,  one  month  shall  elapse, 
when  the  election  shall  take  place  by  ballot  at  any  Meeting  at 
which  two-thirds  of  the  Managers  are  present. 
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ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall,  with  the  Treasurer,  manage  the 
finances  of  the  Society. 

article  xiv. 

Honorary  Members  shall  be  chosen  only  for  important  service 
and  valuable  aid  rendered  to  the  School.  They  shall  be  exempted 
from  the  payment  of  all  dues.  They  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  elected  by  the  Society  at  its  Animal 
Meeting. 

article  xv. 

Benefactors. — Any  person  who  shall  give  One  Thousand  Dollars 
at  one  time  to  this  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of 
membership,  without  the  payment  of  annual  dues.  A  Benefactor 
shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  two  pupils,  who,  upon  conforming 
to  the  rules  for  admission,  shall  have  preference  over  all  other 
applicants  to  the  first  two  vacancies,  and  be  received  and  trained 
in  the  School. 

article  xvi. 

Patrons.  —  Any  person  who  shall  give  Five  Hundred  Dollars  at 
one  time  to  this  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of 
membership,  without  the  payment  of  annual  dues.  A  Patron 
shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  one  pupil,  who,  upon  conforming 
to  the  rules  for  admission,  shall  have  a  preference  to  the  first 
vacancy,  and  be  received  and  trained  in  the  School. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

Members  and  Associate  Members  must  be  nominated  in  writing 
l>y  a  Member  or  Associate  Member  of  the  Society  ;  the  name  of 
the  Proposed  Member  and  the  Proposer  being  sent  to  the  Secretary, 
to  be  submitted  for  approval  to  the  Board  of  Managers.  If  elected, 
and  upon  payment  of  annual  dues,  he  or  she  shall  become  a  Mem- 
ber or  Associate  Member  of  the  Society.  The  annual  dues  of  a 
Member  shall  be  ten  dollars,  of  an  Associate  Member  five  dollars, 
payable  immediately  after  election,  and  subsequentl}'  in  January 
of  each  year.  Members  shall  be  entitled  to  two  votes  at  all 
P>.egular  and  Special  Meetings  of  the  Society,  and  the  Associate 
Members  to  one  vote. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Members  and  Associate  Members  ma}'  at  any  time  commute  all 
annual  dues  for  life  by  the  payment  of  One  Hundred  Dollars,  and 
Fifty  Dollars,  respectively. 
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ARTICLE  XIX. 

The  Annual  Meeting;  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  January.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Society  shall  be  the 
calendar  year. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Sub  Committee  must  be  in  accordance  with 
and  subordinate  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  The 
By-Laws  of  the  Board  of  Managers  must  be  in  accordance  with  and 
subordinate  to  these  By-Laws  of  the  Society.  These  By-Laws  can 
be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  Members  of  the  Society,  or  by 
a  majority  ol  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  an}'  Regular  or  Special 
Meeting,  the  text  of  the  proposed  amendment  having  been  sent  to 
each  member  a  fortnight  previously  by  the  Secretary.
